Railroad Excess Profits 


If it'isn't one trouble with the railroads it's another. 
For 


years they have complained of not making- any money. Now, 
when they are admittedy making money, they face the pain- 
ful duty of paying their excess profits over to the government. 


It has been almost forgotten during the lean years of rail- 


roading that a clause of .the, federal transportation act, oblig- 
ates the roads to give the government all the profits they make 
over six per cent on their valuation. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission is now hastening its review of railroad values in 
order to establish a correct basis for Estimating the excess 
profits. 


The so-called guarantee of 5 i-2 per cent profits to the rail- 


roads expried by limitation two years ago. And strictly speak- 
ing, it was not a guarantee at all. It merely laid down the rule 
that the Interstate Commerce Commission in fixing- rates, 
should estimate them with a view to making- it possible for 
railroads in general to earn an average of 5 1-2 per cent. Some 
roads earned that .percentage and other failed, and in no case 
did the government meet any railroad deficits after Sept. 1, 
.1920 
when the special war guarantee expired. 


Helping Germany to Help Europe

Premier MacDonald of Great Britain, is not the danger of arms 


; but of industrial deterioration. If Germany goes to pieces eco- 


nomically, it will mean widespread economic disaster for Eu- 
rope.

In his recent address to The Associated'Press lie strongly urged 
economic co-operatior.'with Europe, to promote the business j^he Heraid-s an 
recovery of that continent. American public sentiment is fa-'Granite sta£e PI 
vorable to such action. As has happened often in recent'years, to erect its own building. 
British and American policy agree. 


On one point America is not in position to follow Premier 


MacDonald. He urges that Germany be admitted to the League 
of Nations. With that, this country has no official concern. It 
is hard to see, though, how the league can-expect to function 
fully without Germany.
